| Excellent Showing Made by Province 

In Dominion Buiter Competitions 

Creamery butter produced in the 
Alberta during the past 
season won 38.7 per cent. of all prizes 
offered at the 11 exhibitions in Canada 
at which exhibits from this province 
| were. shown, according to a statement 
compiled by Dr. Marker, dairy com- 
missioner. The number of prizes won 
was 275 out of a possible 710. Of all 
first prizes offered, Alberta won 50. or 
32 per cent.; of second prizes, 44 per 
cent. was won; of third prizes, 44 per 
cent.; of fourth prizes, 23.5 per cent.;

Laboratory On Hair Research To Be 
Established 

The causes of baldness and othe 

deteriorations of the human thatch 

are to be sought scientifically. An 

initial donation of $5,000 toward estab- 


lishment of a “college on hair re- 
search” has been announced by 
Charles Nessler, president of the 


American Master Hairdressers’ Agso- 
clation, A member of the faculiy of 
physicians and surgeons of Columbia 
University will be in charge of the 
proposed laboratory, 

Hair is too important a factor “in 
the life, health and happiness of hu- 
manity,” the donor said, to suffer long 
the results of haphazard handling. 


Are Great Producers 

The density of population in the 
prairie provinces 1s only 2.5 persons 
per square mile, yet these provinces 
in 1925 produced 894,556,000 bushels 
of ‘wheat, 836,247,000 bushels of oats, 
95,315,000 bushels of barley, and 12.- 
085,000 bushels of rye, besides other 
crops.
